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News Items For Upper End 


State Fruit Growers Met 
H e re 7 5 Y ears A go;C hange 
Name; See Fruit Increase 


‘^Our county ought to grow more 
fruit and I believe it will.” Those 
were the prophetic words spoken by 
H. J. Stahle of Gettysburg on Jan­ 
uary 19, 1881, when the Pennsylva­ 
nia. Fruit Growers Association met 
at Gettysburg court house for its 
annual session. 
A record of the meeting 76 years 
ago was found recently by Guy 
W . Beamer. Aspers, in searching 
through some books about to be 
de.'ftroyed after having “lain around 
gathering dust for many years.” The 
thick volume was published by The 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, was! 
entitled “Agriculture OI Pennsylva­ 
nia" and contained verbatim reports 
on meetings of the State Board of 
Agriculture, the State Agriculture 
Society, the State Dairymen’s Asso­ 
ciation, the State Fruit Growers 
Association and tile State College. 
The fifth annual report of the 
B rerd of Agriculture showed that 
Prof. E. 6. Breidenbaugh of “Penn- 
sylivania College, Gettysburg” was 


mineralogist of the board and his 
report is printed in full. Early in 
his report Breidenbaugh observed, 
“Through most men there runs a 
credulous vein. Nearly every one 
seems to think it possible that by 
some sudden turn of the wheel of 
fortune he may become wealthy and 
in view of the rapid accumulations 
of wealth by a few of the Colorado 
operators, he thinks his chance of 
this 
happening 
through 
mining 
operations is enhanced. . . . Among 
such people . . . we find the victims 
of the fraudulent mining companies 
. . . and perhaps even some of you 
may have had tile fever of mineral 
grubbing on your farms fed by such 
men.” 
22 nd SrMion Here 
According to the volume, the ses­ 
sion held at Gettysburg January 19 
1881 was the twenty-second annual 
meeting of the Pennsylvania Fruit 
Growers Society, In a paragraph 
preceding the minutes of the meet­ 
ing the article notes: “Railroad con- 
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nectlons ai i combinations were not 
at satisfactory as usual, and mom- 
oers from a distance wert obliged 
to make part of tile Journey the 
previous day, in order to be present 
at tile opening session on Wednes­ 
day. Many prominent members did 
not do this and did not arrise until 
the evening session, 
"There was during the meeting 
a good attendance of members and 
visitors and the display of fruits and 
flowers was very creditable Mr. H.

He 
he declared “There is only one kind, 
ami that is stable manure. I make 
regular applications of stable m a­ 
nure every year. Some few 
trees 
don’t get it and they do no good 
I ha\e no faith in ashes, never 
could see any good results in ashes.” 
“It Will Pay Ta Dry" 
Raphael Sherty, of Gettysburg. 
was “convinced that It will pay to 
dry fruit for market. I am using a 
No 3 American drier, price $175, 
which will dry as much fruit as 
twenty women can pare . . . and 
can utilize much fruit that would 
otherwise be lost. I find that by 
drying my poorer peaches and send­ 
ing the best fruit, undried, to m ar­ 
ket, I do better." 
Jo**pb Sherfy Joined in the praise 
for drying, adding “We now get 
25 cents per pound for lilied peaches 
and cannot supply tile demand." 
Jesse Griest; observed that “I have 
had some experience in e v a lu a t­ 
ing fruit the past season. A bushel 
of apples will yield about five pounds 
dried fruit The cost Is about two 
cents per pound and it is worth 
about eight cents per pound or 30 
cents per bushel, after deductiim ex­ 
penses.” 
Handling Pest* 
A lengthy discussion was held on 
handling of pests, Mr. Hheify noted 
that “one of Ute greatest obstacles 
to plum culture is rot," . . . but he 
added. “Professor Beiges of York, 
informed me of his complete suc­ 
cess sa Itll plums by syringing w ith 
suds of whale oil soap.” 
Mr Woods noted that a gentle­ 
man in Middletown, “the most suc­ 
cessful plum grower on 
u small 
scale in the state . . . destroys the 
curculio bv jarring his trees with a 
mallet and sweeping up tile inserts 
The president of the association 
reported, "I have a friend in Home­ 
worth, Ohio, who applies soft coal 
ssiies two or three times a week. 
witii 
complete 
success 
Merely 
throws

branches with a shovel and has no 
trouble with curculio ” 
Prof. Hay reported. “Some years 
ago a friend near Hanover sug­ 
gested lime-water, completely sy­ 
ringing the tree with whitewash I 
have since tried it myself and had 
an enormous crop of plums." 
Trouble With Borers 
Joel Garretson reported. “Here in 
this section we are much troubled 
with borers attacking the trees at 
the roots. Tile codling moth is also 
troublesome. For a remedy against 
the former we use a strong lye of 
wood ashes, adding some ashes to 
It, applied early in the season as a 
wash to the trees. This is a partial 
remedy, but the more sure one is 
a 
watchful eye. 
with application 
of a knife and wire For the codling 
moth we know of several remedies 
that are 
not successful. One of 
the best is to gather up the pre­ 
maturely ripened fruit and destroy 
the pests in the worm state.” 
Stahle in his address of welcome 
to the group here for its two-day 
session in 1881 noted. “Our people 
(the people of Adams County) are 
beginning to pay much more atten­ 
tion to fruit culture than formerly. 
They are realizing daily that it is 
at least a pleasant lf not always 
profitable pursuit. It must also be­ 
come profitable because of the more 
general use of all kinds of fruit, 
and the better care and attention 
they receive now than they have 
in the past If our trees receive as 
mucli attention as our corn fields, 
they will pay as well financially 
and be the source of greater enjoy­ 
ment." 
A Mr. Fugle brough up a question: 
"I hope the question of cultivation 
of orchards will be descussed,” he 
said 
“I am sometimes staggered 
by the good results of non-cultiva­ 
tion. I cannot see why cultivation 
should not be advantageous in fruit 
culture as in anything else." Then 
he adds, “Mr. fiatterwaith, of Bucks 
County, is one of tile most successful 
fruit growers in the state, and he 
advocates and practices thorough 
culture..
